HAGERTY TOLD NEWSMEN HE REPORTED TO EISENHOWER ON HIS NARROW 
BRUSH WITH JAPANESE DEMONSTRATORS. IN REPLYING TO QUESTIONS, HE AGAIN 
PINNED -THE-BLAME ON THE-COMMUNISTS-FOR-THE RIOT WHICH GREETED HIM. 


"I'M SATISFIED THAT IT WAS ENTIRELY THE COMMUNISTS WHO WERE LEADING

AN ESTIMATED 4,000 ALASKANS GREETED EISENHOWER AND HIS PARTY

THE SPRAWLING AIRFORCE BASE, SIX MILES FROM DOWNTOWN ANCHORAGE. 

THE TEMPERATURE WAS ABOUT 56 DEGREES AND THE PRESIDENT DOFFED HIS 
FELT HAT TO THE BRIGHT SUN AS HE ALIGHTED FROM THE PLANE TO SHAKE 
HANDS WITH GOV. EGAN AND LT. GEN. FRANK A. ARMSTRONG, COMMANDER IN 
CHIEF OF ALASKA ARMED FORCES, SOME CLOUDS RIMMED THE SNOWCAPPED 
CHUGACH MOUNTAIN BEHIND ANCHORAGE, ALASKA'S LARGEST CITY.

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A_KUCKET OF ANY SIZE, UP TO THE MILLION-POUND THRUST CLASS,

MISSILE DEVELOPMENT CONCERN SAID.

SHAAFSMA SAID, BECAUSE IT PERMITS RELIABLE BURNING OF THE SOLID FUEL. 
THIS, HE ADDEB, IS SOMETHING THAT CAN'T BE DONE WITH LARGE SOLID 
FUEL MISSILES RAVING A CYLINDRICAL RATHER THAN A CONICAL SHAPE.7 

THE SOLID FUEL LINES THE INSIDE OF EACH SEGMENT, AND IT HAS AQ”,
